situation similar to the one which 
brought into being the Adamson 
law. 

“Frankly,” said Chairman Lee of 
the Conference Committee in dis- 
cussing this phase of the situation, 
“the trouble lies in the fact that 


‘neither the railroads nor the men 


know definitely how the law should 
be applied. 

“We have our own ideas as to 
how the law shall be applied—if at 
all, as suits to test validity are now 
pending: while the brotherhoods 
have their own ideas.” ; 

Chairman Lee added that he 
could not predict the probable out- 
come of the difficulty.

lips, Secretary of the Navy Daniels, 
Director Ernest P. Bicknell of the 
Rea Cross and former Ambassador 
Henry Morgenthau and members of 
the Armenian and Syrian Relief 
Committee of New York. ; 

The collier will arrive in New 
York December 14 and is expected 
to sail about the 20th, due to reach 
Beirut, Syria, about a month later. 
The Caesar will carry her full ca- 
pacity, 2500 tons, considerably less 
than originally estimated. At- 
tempts were made to secure a more 
commodious boat, but none Was 
available. 

Over $400,000 has been collected 
as a result of the war relief days, 
October 21 and 22, set apart by 
President Wilson for the sufferers in 
Armenia and Syria. Money is still 
coming in ard it is possible the total 
will pass the half-millian mark. 
Only $250,000 was needed to fill the 
Caesar. 

The Caesar's supplies will go en- 
tirely to the Syrians, who are suffer- 
ing under requisition of food by the 


Turks, blockade by sea, car short- 
age by land destruction of 
foods by a terrible locust plague 


About_100,000 people are said to be 
on the verge of starvation. 

The Armenian relief will go for-. 
ward to Constantinople in the form 
of money, to be distributed for pur- 
chasing supplies there by the Red 
Cress and the Turkish Crescent. 
Nearly a million Armenians are ex- 
lied, destitute and atarving.

BLIZZARD-SWEPT 


Record Low Temperatures is 
November Surprise. 


Heavy Snows are Reported in 
Several States. 


It’s Twenty-six Below Zero at 
Sheridan, Wyo. 


(BY MIRECT WIRE—EXCIUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Nov. 13.-—With blizzards 
sweeping Wisconsin and Iowa, and 
far-western States reporting the 
coldest weather ever known for 
November, Chicago, standing in 
winter’s line of march, today was 
warned to brace itself for the 
shocks. Many persons prepared for 
the shock by placing reservations 
with the railroads for transporta- 
tion to balmy California. 

“It has been snowing for thirty- 
six hours in. sectiong of the North 
and the West,” said C. L. Mitchell, 
assistant forecaster in charge of the 
local Weather Bureau, “and the 
area of precipitation, which has 
been stationary during that time, is 
advancing. The thermometer will 
drop to 25 deg. above zero tonight, 
possibly lower, and it may snow 
here, too. Out in Wyoming, EHast- 
ern Nevada and South Dakota they 
are having the lowest November 
temperatures on record, with the 
month less than half over.” 

In Sheridan, Wyo., it was 26 deg. 
below zero last night. Lunder, 
Wyo., reperted 24 below, and Chey- 
enne and Yellowstone Park 20 be- 
low. Havre, Mont., registered 20 
below for the coldest mark of the 
night, and in Helena it was 7 below 
at 7 a.m. Two degrees below zero 
was this morning’s figure in Den- 
ver. Bismarck, N. D., experienced a 
gy to 4 deg. below, and Pierre. 
Ss. and North Platte, Neb., re- 
ported 2 below. Rapid City seems 
to have been the coldest spot in 
South Dakota, with the scale read- 
ing 12 deg. below zero. 

Points in Texas and Kansas had 
temperatures as low as 12 deg. 
above zero, and in Northern lowa 
and Southern Wisconsin the weath- 
er Was well below the freezing point. 

Snow Varying in depth from one 
to twelve inches had fallen since 
Saturday night in -Northern and 
Western Wisconsin. High winds 
sent it into drifts which have ham- 
pered freight-train service some= 
what. The affected area extends 
west from Jackson county to the 
Mississippi and north to Lake Su- 
perior.

Most of those which have been re- 
ceived here come to the office of the 
Public Welfare Bureau, successors 
to the Associated Charities. At its 
office, several calls were received be- 
fore noon today but the number was 
little in excess of the average. 

At Baker, the thermometer went 
down to 4 deg. above, the coldest jin 
twenty years; Pendleton showed 6 
deg. above, Meacham, 10 deg. below 
and Kamela, 15 deg. below, Golden- 
daie, Wash., reports 10 deg. above. 
Eastern Washington temperatures 
ran from,.5 deg. to 14 deg. above, 
Spokane having 5-deg. weather. 

At Vancouver, all records for cold 
in the forepart of the month of No- 
vember were broken, the thermome- 
ter dropying to 20 deg. above zero, 
[two degrees lower than any mark 
heretofore set in the first haif of the 
month in the sixty vears that 
weather records are available, Van- 
couver hgs the oldest weather rec- 
ords in the Northwest, as they were 
kept at Vancouver barracks as early 
as 1851,

GATHER ARMIES |” 


TO CRUSH VILLA 


Carranza Assembling Forty 


Thousand Men.. 
Plan for Chihuahua Campaign 
Told by Garcia. 


Conditions More Secure now 
in State Capital. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

EL PASO, Nov. 13.—Andres Gar- 
cia, inspector-general of Carranza 
consulates in the Unite@ States, said 
tonight that the present movement 
of Carranza forces into the State of 
Chihuahua had no other significance 
than the determinatoon of the Car- 


ranza government to pursue and 
subdue the bandits. 
Garcia said: “Before I left for New 


York I announced that there would 
be a force of 14,000 men gent north 
within thirty days to crush Villa. 
Now that these troops are being 
moved into the northeastern zone, 
because of the military necessity, the 
number has been increased, it is be- 
ing claimed that the movement has 
special significance, but I can deny 
this emphatically. The Carranza 
government is going after Villa with 
sufficient force to overcome and 
eliminate him and his bandit band.” 


TRAIN TAKES SILVER. 


A special train left Juarez today 
carrying Gen. Francisco Gonzales 
and an escort of 100 men to Chihua- 
hua city. On the train Gen. Gonzaies 
carried 500,000 pesos in silver, Gar- 
cia announced. This money was be- 
ing taken to Chihuahua city to pay 
the Curranza troops under Trevino’s 
command, Garcia added. 

Garcia also said he had received 
information from Gen. Obregon, Min- 
ister of War, that 5000 Yaqui -In- 
dians of Gen. Obreégon’s command 
were being sent north from Mexico 
City under Gen. Talamantes to Tor- 
reon and would take the field against 
Villa in the State of Chihvahua. An 
equal number of Yaqui and Mayo In- 
dians from Sonora also were march- 
ing across the mountains to Chihua- 
hua State, on orders from Gen. 
Obregon, Garcia said, adding there 
would be 40,000 Carranza troops par- 
tictpating in the campaign against 
Villa before the end of the present 
month. 


AMERICAN HELD. 


William Ibs, a traveling man who 
registered at a local hotel from New 
Orieans, and who disappeared No- 
vember 7, has been located In Jau- 
rez, where he ts said to be held by 
the military authorities, a report 
made to the hotel management to- 
day said. Ibs, according to the re- 
port, was charged with having made 
statements against the Carranza gov- 
ernment. 

The arrival of a train at Jaurez 
tonight from Chihuahua city with- 
out any American or other foreign 
passengers coincides with a repotr 
that conditions are considered more 
secure tn Chihuahua city than in 
some days past. 

Gen. Trevino in a mesgage tonight 
to Consul Soriano Bravo tented a re- 
port printed in a local paper that 
a Villa band had captured a train 
and burned a bridge at Fresno, a 
station about ten miles west of Chi- 
huahua city. He said the report was 
without foundation.

these strong positions and straight- 
en the British line from Le Sars 
to Serre. This could hardly fail in 
spelling the doom of Bapaume it- 
self, which would be under attack 
from the south, southwest and west, 
with the possibility of a French 
drive along the Bethune road hem- 
ming it in on the east. 

What Haig has had to pay for 
this, the most brilliant and most 
Valuable drive in many weeks, there 
is nothing to show. But in any case 
he has succeeded in taking the 
toughest German defenses on the 
whole front, defenses which had 
balked all his efforts for nearly five 
months. This success was worth 
even a great sacrifice in lives, par- 
ticularly in view of the rapiidly-in- 
creasing number of effectives that 
Britain is pouring into the western 
trenches. The prevailing opinion 
here is, however, that the grand 
thrust, chiefly because of its sud- 
denness of overwhelming power. 
Was carried through at a cost far 
below that paid for many move- 
ments of less importance to the 
whole campaign. 


TAKEN BY SUBPRISE. 


[RY ATLANTIC CABLE AND « P.] 
LONDON, Nov. 13, 9:10 p.m.— 
What may become known as the 


hattle of the Ancre opened today, 
when the British forces struck a 
fresh blow against the German 
forces in the region of the Ancre 
River. There had n no serious 
fighting in this sector since the 
opening of the British push on the 
Ist of July, when the British line 
of attack extended five miles north 
of the Ancre to Gommecourt. But 
after a few days, no progress being 
made in this region, efforts were 
henceforth concentrated farther to 
the south. : 

Frequent trench raids during re- 
cent weeks indicated that some new 
move was contemplated, but the 
bad weather, which has prevented 
any serious operations since Octo- 
ber 21, when the last big attack 
was launched on the Schwaben-Le- 
Sars sector, delayed the blow. 

Apparently the Germans were 
taken by surprise, and they offered 
no serious resistance, except before 
Serre. The attack was carried out 
over a front extending five miles on 
both sides of the Ancre against po- 
sitions which. the Germans had held 
for two years, and which they con- 
sidered impregnable.

IN BIG DEMAND. 


Pacific States Must Supply 
Half in Ten Years. 


Chiefs of Industry Confer in 
_ Seattle on Outlook. — 
Possibilities of Business is 
Discussed at Banquet.

SPOKANE, Nov. 13.—Chiefs of 
the lumber industry of the East and 
the Middle West told representative 
lumbermen of the Northwest at a 
conference here today that within 
ten years the Pacific manufacturers 
would be called on to produce one- 
half of the lumber output of the 
United States, against a present pro- 
duction of one-sixth of the nation’s 
cut, 

This was’ the most ‘startling infor- 
mation developed from the day's 
conference on questions of present 
and future production ang consump- | 
tion. Late in the afternoon, ag the 
conference became an informal dis- 
cussion of inside facts in the indus- 
try, the visitors brought the west- 
ern manufacturers face to face with | 
the fact that the great southern and | 
middle western timber areas will! 
not continue to meet the demands 
at the present proportion; that the 
Northwest and West Coast mills will 
see a constant increase In volume 
of business; that in meeting 60 per 
cent. of the consumption ten years | 
hence the western mills will be com-. 
pelled to maintain an output far 
above 60 per cent. of the present | 
consumption. 

Bastern manufacturers were en- 
tertained at a banquet tonight at 
which they stated their purpose in 
coming on this trip, which is to take 
them to Seattle and other Coast 
points, is the stimulation of the 
lumbermen to a fealization of the 
possibilities of their industry and to 
expand the demand for their prod- 
uct. Their efforts are a feature of 
the national campaign to put lum- 
ber before all communities and cit- 
ies as the ideal building material. 
They wiil conclude their confer- | 
ence here tomorrow.

Misrepresented Lands. 


In an eleventh-hour effort to re- 
cover more than $1,000,000, suits for 
the rescission of contract and dam- 
ages were filed in the Superior Court 


yesterday by eighty former ranchers 
of Imperial, Los Angeles, Orange and 
King counties against the Delta Land 
and Water Company, a corporation; 
the Western Securities Company, a 
corporation; W. I, Moody, Lioyd 
Sigler and Charles E. Arnold. Mr. 
Moody is the central figure of the 
suit and is president of the Delta 

dad and Water Company. 
Sigler is or was president 
Western Securities Company. 
cording to Attorneys Dudley Rebin- 
son and Lucius M. Fall, repre- 
senting the plaintiffs in the several 
actions, the ranchers lost their 
homes, live stock and two or more 
Years of toil in endeavoring to 
cultivate desert land with an in- 
adequate supply of water. 

The ranchers almost lost their 
right to sue, Attorney Robinson de- 
clared,- whep the Delta Land and 
Water § recently canceled 
the authority of A. P. Morgan, the 
resident agent for the company, re- 
quired by law, and in the paper re- 
voking his authority sought to en- 
tirely withdraw from the State. A, 
slight mistake in the wording of the 
legal papers served on the Secretary 
of State gave the plaintiffs a few 
days of grace and they performed a 
work that is almost unbelievable. 
Employing a 
and stenographers, hiring a _ suite 
of rooms and stationing a man 
in each county in Southern Califor- 
nia, the eighty complaints, in tripli- 
cate, were dictated, written and 
rushed by fast automobiles to the 
county clerks of the several coun- 
ties. Then service was secured on 
the Secretary of State by telegraph 
and service was also secured on Mr. 
Moody in the same manner, the 
eighty suits being filed one at a time 
and almost hourly as they were 
snatched from the typewriter. 

According to the complaint, the 
Delta Land and Water Company was 
organized under the laws of Nevada 
to do business in California and 
Utah and this arrangement gives the 
courts of this State a very slight 
hold on the corporation. The West- 
ern rities Company was or- 
ganized in Utah for the purpose of 
handling and selling the securities 
and property of the Delta Land and 
Water Company, and employed 
many agents for this purpose, paying 
them on a commission basis. While 
about 150 ranchers purchased prop- 
erty, those who have brought suit 
number eighty, forty from Imperial 
county, twenty-five in Los Angeles 
county, ten In Stanislaus county and 
five in Orange county. 

A third company entered into the 
rather involved transactions, or- 
ganized by the officials of the other 
companies and the Beaver 
County Irrigation ompany. The 
two original companies sold to the 
irrigation company a water system, 
dam, canal, ditches and other prop- 
erties. 

This dam is situated just above 
Minersville, Beaver county, Utah, on 
the Beaver River. 

The promoters of the, original 
company, the Delta Land and Water 
Company, took the stock of the 
Beaver Irrigation Company and 
started a colonization project on a 
15,000-acre tract below Minersville 
on the Beaver River and adjacent to 
the little town of. Milford, Utah. 
Then they came to California to 
secure colonists and successfully in- 
duced a number of ranchers in Im- 


elsewhere to purchase parcels of 
land in the 15,000-acre tract re- 
ferred to, at a general price of $30 
an acre. The purchasers of land 


share of stock in the irrigation com- 
panv for each acre of land purchased 
at $70 a share. In most cases the 
ranchers paid some cash for the 
land and gave mortgages on their 
California homes, ranches or live 
stock as security. For the irrigation 
stock they gave promissory notes, 
secured by mortgages on the Utah 
property and these were deposited as 
a further security on the land. 

In their complaint, the ranchers 
declare that the land they paid $30 
an acre for is worth less than 560 
cents an acre and the water stock 
they paid $70 a share for is worth 
$1. The land is said to be im- 
pregnated with black alkali and 
heavily seeded with Russian thistle, a 
noxious weed. They complain that 
they were informed and believed 
that the land was good and would 
cost not more than $6 an acre to 
put into condition for cultivation 
and that the upkeen on the water 
svsetem would be under 39 cents an 
acre a year. Instead, they say it 
costs In excess of $20 an acre a year 
to prepare the land and that the 
water svstem costs in excess of 40 
rents an acre a vear for upkeep. 
They further complain they 
were told that the Beaver River 
wonld yield three-acre feet of water 
a venr for each acre of 45.900 acres. 
whereas in the best vears there i« 
under two-acre feet of water per 
acre of the 15.000-acre tracts. Thev 
add that others have a prior claim 
sll, the ranchers eay. is that they 
to a larrve part of the water flowing 
in the river.

RATE TO CITY FIGURE. 


EETING the challenge of the 
M city in regard to light and 
- power rates, the Pacific Light 
and Power Corporation yesterday 
obtained from the State Railroad 
Commission a special permit to 
lower its rates in Garvanza, High- 
land Park and East Los Angeles to 
the same level as those charged by 
the Power and Light Bureau of the 
city. ¢ 
Immediately this action became 
known to the city authorities they 
raised the point that it is discrim- 
ination, as the lower rates apply only 
to that part of the territory served 
by the Pacific Light and Power Cor- 
poration where the city has built its 


parallel system. Fulton Lane, presi- 
dent of the Board of Public Utili- 
ties, said he is informed that 50 per 
cent. ‘of the corporation’s custom- 
ers are in that district, which means 
that 50 per cent. will pay lower 
rates than the other half outside 
the territory. 

“The permit was given by the 
State Railroad Commission subject 
to review later, and if anybody asks 
for it,” sald Mr. Lane, “I have no 


doubt it will be asked for because! 


the corporation will be charging less 
to some customers than to others. 


| 


The question of discrimination arises 


immediately and this department 
will look into it carefully.” 


President Lane expressed grave 


doubt whether the Pacific Light 
and Power Corporation can legally 
make this discrimination. “I do not 
believe that under the law the com- 
pany can charge one rate in one port 
of the city and another rate in an- 
other portion,” he said. 

The special permission was effec- 
tive yesterday, and it means that in 
the sections across the Los Angeles 
River now being served by the city 
the Pacific Light and Power Cor- 
poration will charge the city rate of 
a minimum of 50 cents for ten kilo- 
watt hours, instead of 65 cents. for 
twelve kilowatt hours, and 5 cents 
per kilowatt hour thereafter up to 
100 kilowatt hours, sustead of 5% 
centa, with corresponding reductions 
for larger quantities consumed. 

Mayor Woodman was surprised to 
hear the news of the yuick action 
taken by the Pacific Lignt and Pow- 
er Corporation, and the equally 
prompt response of the Railroad 
Commission.

TEUCTONS BUSY IN INTERESTS 
OF WIDOWS, ORPHANS. 


With headquarters opened yester- 
day afternoon on,the fourth floor of} 
the Realty Building, No. 631 South 
Spring, the Executive Committee in 
charge of the campaign to raise 
funds for the relief of the widows 
and orphans of Germanic countries 
will commence developing an or- 
ganization that will cover Southern 
California, so that the greatest sum 
possible may be within the 
two weeks allotted. Subcommittees 
will be organized in every city, town 
and hamlet of the Southwest, these 
subcommittees working in conjunc- 
tion with the civic authorities of 
their communities and the 
press. 

Because the Hon. James W. Ger- 
ard, American Ambassador to Ber- 
lin, desires to take back the offer- 
ings of this country when he re- 
turns to Germany ‘n the near fu- 
ture, a sufficient fund must be 
raised within a remarkably short 
time. Ever since the war broke out, 
citizens of this country have been 
giving freely to relief funds raised 
for the destitute of almost every 
other warring nation but Germany, | 


of the conditions prevailing among 
the widows and orphans of Ger-. 
many and Austria-Hungary, that it 
became known these people are in 
as much need of relief as others. 

Ambassador Gerard made it 
known that he would like to take 
back a Christmas gift from the 
American péople to the destitute of 
Germany. No sooner had he sig- 
nified this wish than comimittees 
formed of leading citizens of almost 
every large city in the country 
sprang up overnight. : 

The loca] -committee, which  in- 
cludes some of the most prominent 
men and women of the city, has as- 
sumed all expense incident to rais- 
ine the fund, so that every dollar 
donated will go to Germany with 
Ambassador Gerard.

Wing was appointed director of the 
headquarters and executive head of 
the organization.

This was 
originally provided for, but was 
dropped from the amendment adopt- 
ed two years ago. ere is now, 
therefore, no procedure for regain- 
ing the rights, if considered desira- 
ble, save the tedious one of obtain- 
ing a favorable popular vote on an- 
other amendment to the Constitu-
